HE generous Spirit of Oppofition, 
@ which lately prevailed in the H— 
of C againit the Innovations 
of the M y, may ferve to 
convince us that this Nation is not 
fo far abandoned to Corruption, but 
that there may be till found among 
us a confiderable Party firm to their Principles and T'rult. 
If they have not proved in their zealous Defence of Li- 
berty fo fuccefsful as could be wifhed, yet they went a great 











Way towards preventing the infidious Arts and Purpofes 


of m 1 Power, exerted to the very Heighth of Wan- 
tonne(s and Abufe againft the Conftitution of this Kingdom ; 
they found Means to moderate however the Rigor of 
what they could not entirely repell: And tho’ the Advo- 
cates for Slavery and martial Law, impofed the Yoke in 
Part ;. yet the Minority found Mreans to lighten and reduce 
it, fo as to make it in fome Meafure tolerable. 





Tho’ I highly blame the abjeét Engines of Corruption, 

who, refponfive to the m————1 Whittle, watch the Mouth 
of their Leaders, and cry out, Ya and Nay as Occafion offers, 
afd theit particular Interefts diftate ; yet I condemn our late 
Seceders no lefs, whofe Conduct have greatly di‘couraged the 
faithful Few in the Purfuit of Virtue and the Good of their 
Country. They have, in a cowardly Deipair, given up the 
Caufe of the N.tion, and forfook their Friends, whom they 
may now, with Shame, behold glorioufly ftrugling for their 
King and Country, and in Want perhaps of only their 
Affiftance to fucceed in their laudable Endeavours to efta- 
blith the Good of both. Defpair is the Effect of a poor, 
timid Mind, as Courage is the Effect of a generous Warmth 
of Refolution and high Spitits. Had Cato feceded, the 
falt of Rome had been much earlier : Tho’ the Faétion of 
Gefar prevailed generally againft him, yet he continued 
inflexibly bent to oppofe them ; and tho’ perhaps he could 
not overthrow, yet he often marred, their Purpofes, and 
averted long thefe Chains which had been meditated and 
forged againft the Liberty of Rome. ‘The Figure he make® 
in Hiftory is venerably awful, and powerfully animates 
every generous Mind to copy his great Example, and rife 
againft Corruption and Power ufurped, with all the Force 
and Vigor of Virtue and real Patriotifm. In Hopes to 
ftimulate the Minds of my Countrymen into glorious 
AGtion, I will endeavour to fketch out a rough Draught of 
the Contrariety between the fecond Caro and the firft Cz/ar, 
with an Eye to the Difcourfe of Paulo Paruta on the fame 
Occafion, tho’ not too clofely adhering to it. 


Fulius Cafar and Marcus Cato, furnamed Uticenjis, 
flourifhed at Rome, the great Metropolis of the World, at 
the fame Time. They were remarkably diftinguifhed in 
Fame for their excellent Endowments of Mind, and the 
great Authority they had acquired and maintained, as well 
with the Senate as with the People. But fo oppofite were 
thefe two great Cotemporaries in their Manners and Con- 
duct, that it may be well wondered how they happened 
to arrive at almoft one and the fame End. As their Views 
Were different, ‘and their Courfes direétly contrary, it would 








puzzle an ingenious Man, who would cngage in public 
Affiirs, which of thefe two great Examples he fhould pro- 
pofe to him(elf for Imitation, in the way to Fame and 
Glory. 

Cesar, poflefs'd of all the Virtues of Humanity, liberal, 
magnificent, and conde‘cending ! engaged all the Affeions 
of the Multitude. But Cato was highly revered for the 
Autterity of his Manners, for the Integrity of his Life, and 
for his honeft Zeal in the Management of public Affairs. 
Thofe who laboured under the Iron Hand of oppreflive 
Indigence, whether occafioned by inevitable Misfortune ‘ 
or by malicious Enemies, had Recourie wo the opening 
Arms of Ce/far for Prote&tion ; and tho’e who wou'd not

be reconciled to iniquitous Meaiures and 
lifted under the sincersty of Car, 
them. Cea/far was indetatiyab.ec, 
nor Labour, nor Watcliinys by Night, nor ‘Toils by Day, 
to arrive at Glory : Cato, by dei ifing Glory and negli- 
gent of Popularity, became csipicuoufly gloriaus in the 
Commonwealth. C'/ar ex''bited a Profufion of Genero- 
fity, and an unbounded Greatnefs of Spirit in all his 
AGtions: Cato was remarkably diliinge” ‘red for a modett 
Moderation anu Innocence of Life. C.-/ar was naturally 
addicted to Aéts of Grace and Lenity, and Caso confutent 
and perfvering in the Courfe of Juftice. ‘i his was giy 
and took a Pleafitre in Feafls, in Banquets, and in public 
Sports; while That maintained a folemn Gravity of Be- 
haviour, and mamifeded a high Contempt of public Diver- 
fions, and all other Gratifications of the Mind, except 
what arofe from con cous Worth. ‘The Splendor of the 

Commonwealth, as it then ftvod, appeared mofl in the 

magnificent Soul o. Cfar; the Porm and Prefervation of | 
it, and her ancient Gucoms in one tenacioas Cato only 
Thefe two great Perfonages acquired Fame and Authority 

in different Ways : The onc was great and highly renown'd 


in War, and the other was no lefs celebrated in Civil Affairs. | 
Ce/ar, vy his great Authority, obtained he caf Command | 


in Gaui, and held it for the Space of Ten Years. He made 
the People’s Favour not only fubfervient io aggrandize him 
felf, but to obtain the higheit Honours tor tis Fin uds and 
Dependents; which ftrengthened his iTands, and efubhthed 
his Power. 


But Cato’s Power was no lJefs than Ca/a:’s, for he fre- 
quently croffed his Purpofes and prevailed againft him ; 
particularly, in the Cafe of Cataline’s Con!piracy, whofe 
Accomplices he accufed and purfued to Death, notwith- 
landing al! the Efforts of Cz/ar to fave them. He was 
fuceefsful alio in oppofing the popular 4zravian Laws pro- 
poled by Cafar, for dividing the Lands in Latium. Lis 
inflexible Virtue and Authority, became formidable not 
only to Ca/ar but to Pompey allo; which made the'e two 
great Rivals for Power and Glory vie for his Friendfl.ip 


and Alliance, as they deipaired of carrying aty Point in | 
the Senate which he fhould oppofe: The generoufly wily 


Ce/far interciling himfelf powerfully for, and procuring 


Order of the Senate, even while he was a bitter Enemy to 


his Meafures ; while Pompey, to attach him to his Interett, | 


follicited for his Niete in Marriage. Thefe wo great 
Leaders of Atmies derived their Reputation and Authority 


chiefly from their tnartial Commands ; while Cato unarm’d, | 


g | 
the Difcharge of Cato, when he was imprifoned by the | 


defencelefs, unfupported that way, derived his from his 
rigid Attachment to Virtue, to the Laws, and to the Good 
of the Commonwealth. 


Hence then may arife a Doubt whether Car/ar’s or Cate’s 
Way to Glory and G:catnefs, was the moft eligible. The 
Demeanor of the firft appears, as well the more noble and 
moft fuituble to a civil Lite, as the eafieft to be imitated ; 
and indecd what can contribute more to the Happinets of a 
People than a State of Tranquility and Concord? and what 
more likely to produce and preferve fuch a State chan Mag- 
nificence, Courtely, and Favour? All which Ce/ar pot- 
kffed in an eminent Degree, and thefe dire&ed his Ste ps 
to the vaft Height of Glory he afterwards attained. 


Who fets up for the Favour of the People muf : 
from doing Injuries, court all Occafiens of doing Goo, 
impute much to others, fpeak moderately of himéelf, thew 
all his Aétions in the fairett Light, and prove them genuine 
by his Example. Rigor, Severity, and a total Neglect of 
outward Refpets, where the Mind is upright and intends 
as well as in Cafo, may approach nearer upon true Virtue : 
But if we confider the Affairs of the World, after a human 
Manner, they bear a lefs Proportion with Civi/ Virtue, 
than the amiable Qualities of Ca/ar. 


Who, indifferent as to the Favour of the People, purfues 
the upright Di€tates of Confcience only, meets with con- 
tiaual Rubs and Thwarts, which feldom fail to produce 
Enmities, and very often Confusion in a State, tending firtt 
to the Ruin of Particulars, and afterwards of the general 
Welfare of Government. When the Penalties of Laws are 
executed with Rigor, it rather tends to the Oppreffion of 
Individuals than the Prefervation of Juftice, and renders 
a Government precarious and more liable to Alteration upon 
the firit Opportunity that occurs. ‘This was evident in 
Cato, whofe rigid Virtue and Attachment to Juftice pro. 





cured him many Fnemies, who, to combat his Virtue en- 
tered into Combinations and Alliances among themtel 
o sriGsVors 


and fo became formidable not only to him, but even to 


the Commonwealth. If Cato had not defpifld the Mar 


riage- Alliance which Pompey propofed to him for his Nicce 
, 


| CaJar.had not been joined to him by his Davehter Zulia. 


The People did in no wife aff.Q the Severity of Cato’s 
Condu@, and fo adhering to Ca/ar and his Party, became 
infenfibly Enemies to the Commonwealth ; and this enabled 
Ca/far to maintain his great Anthority fo long 3 for tho’ 
Cuto bravely withfood him, and frequently enforced his 
Counfels into Succefs againit him, yet his Power was not 
fo folidly founded as to maintain always the Footing they 
had obtained. He prevailed only at ‘Times, not cc nftanily. 
He was frequently repulfed even in Matters relating to his 
own ferfonal Intereft. ‘The Confulfhip has been carried 
againft him, more than once, for a Rival infinitely below 
him. The rough Sincerity of his Condu&t was fo difpleafing, 
that it occafioned him to be fent away, as it were into 
Banifhment, to fettle the Kingdom of Cyprus, tho’ palliated 
with the plavfible Pretence of doing him Honour ; whereby 
the Commonwealth fuffered extremely in his Abfence. It 


was at that Juncture the Opportunity was taken to banith
